the Royal Family, the Perſons particularly to be Prayed for be thus Named, 
and Expreſled ; Our Gracious Queen MARY, CATHERINE the Queen 
Dowager, Thir ROYAL HIGHN ESSES, M AR Y Prixceſs of Orange, 
and the Princeſs A NN E of Denmark, and all the Royal Family. And His Ma- 
jeſty doth ftraitly Charge and Command, That no Edition of the Book of 
Common-Prayer, be from henceforth Printed, but with theſe Amendments ; 
And, that in the mean time, till Copies of ſuch Editions may be had, all 
Parſons, Vicars, and Curates within this Realm, do ( for the preventing of 
Miſtakes) with the Pen, Corre& and Amend all ſuch Prayers in their 
Church Books, according to the foregoing Dire&ions. And for the better 
Notice hereof, that this Order be forthwith Printed and Publiſhed, and ſent 
ro the ſeveral Pariſhes, and that the Bifhops take Care, that Obedience be 
paid to the ſame accordingly within their Reſpective Dioceſles.
